the Tavern he then makes his Exchange; where 
he endeavours to drink himſelf ſo far. into a

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riv'd at King ſton upon Thames, I found I was 


leap'd out of the Fryingpan into the Fire, for 1. 


Proviſions and Lodging were then as dear as a 
Suit of Law in Chancery; ſo that I rid forth- 
with into the County of Suſſex, where I ſaw no- 
thing but a Parcel of Bumpkins and Milk-Wen- 
ches returning all Home as drunk as David's Sow, 
from a Country-Wake. Thence, I went into 
Hampſhire, where Ruſticks are as fat as their 
Hogs ; and as liquoriſh as thoſe who buy their 
Honey. In this County is Southampton, - where 
the Sword of Sir Bevis is held in as much Vene- 
ration by the Towns-People, as a Piece of Pa- 
per worn by *Prentice-Boys, and Servant-Wen-. 
ches on Valentines Day. Hence, I went to Port/- 
month, betwixt which Place and Hell, the Soldiers 


garriſon'd here ſay, there is but only a Sheet of 


brown Paper ; however, it 1s honoured by giving 
the Title of a Dutcheſs to Squintabella, alias Mada- ' 
moiſelle Loviſe de Querouaille. At this Seaport

Getting croſs the Water again, from this diſ- 
mal Iſle, I no ſooner ſet Foot upon Terra Firma, 
but I made the beſt of my Way for Berkſhire ;

of the Garter, to take a Pilgrimage whither L 
pleas'd: So with a full Body, and an empty Sto-

Next, I went a pilgrimaging into Devonſbire, 
which might be properly call'd Devilſbire, for ſee- 
ing how the Inhabitants would eat White- Pots red 
hot in a Manner, a Stranger would be apt to con- 
clude, they came from whence they have nothing 
elſe for their Food but Brimſtone and Fire. Here- 
upon, I galloped ſtrait into Cornwal, a County ve- 


ry plentiful of Wood-Cocks, not only flying in 


the Air, but you ſhould alſo ſee them ſmoaking 
or tipling in every Chimney-Corner, in Winter. 
Thence, I rambled into Somerſetſhire, where, at the 
Bath, I ſaw ſo much Whoredom committed, that 
I thought the Men,or Women neither, had Occaſion 
to waſh themſelves in hot Water, when their Bo- 
dies were all on Fire before; unleſs it was to 
make an Experiment of that Aphoriſm in Phy- 
ſick, which ſays, one Heat drives out another.

Thought I to my ſelf, if this is Oxford, the 
Devil take the Collegians and Citizens too, for 
there was never Barrel the better Herring betwixt 
either of em; one was full as bad as the other, 
fo I cen made the beſt of my Way into Buck- | 
ingbamſhire, where, at Eaton Coles finding the 
Scholars to have more Guts than Brains, and leſs 
Learning and good Manners than either of the 
two, Utrum borum miavis accipe, as you may ſee 
in Smtaxis. Irambl'd une Oxfordſhire, again

into Vorceſlerſbire, where I obſervd nothing ma- 


terial, but poor Skeletons of Men and Women, 


knitting Mittins and Stockings; and Children, 
both Boys and Girls, ſmoaking Tobaceo, in Pipes 
as black as their Faces, apd about an Inch in 

Length, for a Breakfaſt. Hence I went into 
- Herefordſbire, where I thought myſelf under the 

fame Puniſhment, as Tantalus was when in Hell, 
for the Hedge-Rows all along the Roads, being 
full of Apple-Trees, the Apples wotild bob. at 
my Mouth, but I could not catch em, which I 
think was tantalizing me with a Vengeance.

Taxes laid upon them by her Huſband Leofric, 
he was ſtruck blind for his Sawcineſs of preſum- 
ing to look at lac d Mutton. But above all, this 
County glories much in that it gave Birth to 


Guy Earl of Varwick, who killing a fierce dun 


Cow upon Dunmoor- Heath, by Lunchurch, both 
which Places (I ſuppoſe) take their Names from 
this Heroick Bravery; and for this Piece of Ser- 


vice and other Exploits, as killing a wild Boar ; 


his Memory is alſo ftill perpetuated, as well as 
the aboyeſaid Cobler's in many Victualers Signs,

to this Day. 


Next, going into Northamptonſhire, and Night 
beginning to creep upon me, I began to be migh- 
ty melancholly, as being all alone; but as good 
Luck would have it, I overtook a Cordwainer, 
who (as he told me) was newly recovered from a 
ſad Miſchance; for walking careleſly one Day, he 
happen'd to have a Fall, and to ſquat his Breech 
F a Hedge-Hog, which he carry'd away as 
cleverly (it cyneing to his Buttocks) as if he had 
Ball of his Wax.

and ſhot directly into the Village; at our firſt Sa-.

whoſe Moiſture diſtilling through the Pores of her 
Body, and being ſomewhat turn'd through exceſ- 
ſtye Heat, ſtruck our olfactive Nerves with ſo 
great a Sourneſs, that we had been quite overcome 
with this Veſſel of Vinegar, had ſhe not too

Outrageouſneſs of one Din, a notable Thief, from 
whom it takes its Name. Here Mr, Snob ha- 
ving a Miſtreſs, and being almoſt within the 
Atmoſphere of her Preſence, began to wind her, 
and had a great Tendency to the Place were ſne 
was; fo that I might as ſoon expect a Stone 


to fall beyond the Centre, as that this Gentle- 
Craftſman ſhould budge further; wherefore, no- 


thing was expected now, but an immediate Di- 


voice from each other's Company; but before we 
parted, he oblig'd me with the Proſpect both of 


her Perſon and Fortune.

ſhire, where, at a little Town, or rather Village, 


call'd Woor, happen'd a ſad Misfortune ; for a cer- 
tain Glaſs-Caſe, by Reaſon of the Rudeneſs of 
two luſty Puſſes, but whether affrighted at their 
Catterwauling, or it being not able to bear then 
in the Acts of Love, I cannot te!! waich, but 
certain it was, it let go its Hold, and after a diſ- 
mal Manner, came blundering down, attended with

entirely ſurrounded with Coal Pits, whence ſeen g 


. Myriads of Men, as black as Old Nick, aſcending. 


out of the ſubterranean Shops, upon the Surface 
of the Earth, I imagin'd them to have been ſo 
many Cyclops who had been helping Vulcan to forge 
Thunderbolts for Fupiter. Not hiking the Con- 


verſation of theſe Engliſb Negroes, I ſtept over the 


River Tine into the County of Durham, where, 
in the City bearing the ſame Name, I lay one 
Night; and next Morning taking my Leave of 


my Landlady, about half a Mile from the Town 


I ſaw a Church-Yard, where was a whole Herd 


of Swine a routing, as if they had beenturn'd 


in on Purpoſe to root up Chriſtians, as they are in 
the Fields in Ttaly, to dig up Turtles. A little 
Wall lay ſculking about this Territory of the. 
dead, which I ſuppoſe, was plac'd there as a Bul- 


wark to their Aſhes; bnt it prov'd but a feeble 
Fence apainſt the Intruſion of the Lambs, who 
made frequent Capreols into this ſilent Dormi- 
tory: The Mound was raisd a little, capt with 
Turf, and environ'd with the Hollowneſs of a 
good handſome Ditch; but yet, neither Cap, nor 
Ditch could keep theſe Animals from leap frog- 


ging over them, from grazing in a Charnel- 
'Houſe, and from turning a Cœmitery of Shades, 


and Ghoſts into a feeding Paſture of hungry 
Beaſts. | 
At laſt, I got into Torkſhire, where, beyond 


_ Northallerton, meeting with a Herdſman, I was 


almoſt frighted out of my Wits, for this Fellow 
was a ſtrange Creature, wonderfully Goth'd, and. 
be. Vandal d, even to Barbarity itſelf, He was 

Vf.. really 
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really a Clown in grain, an uncultivated Boor, 

a Beaſt of the Herd in Humane Shape. I pro- 
pos'd a Query or two about the Genius of the. 
County; he told me the Soil was cold, and big 
with Clay, and would doubtleſs yield a good 
Harveſt of Tobacco-Pipes; and as for the Inha- 

| bitants, he ſaid, they were a Pap-Pudding Sort of 
People, much addicted to that vile Sort of Crea- 
ture. As he ſaid, I ſaw a whole Table at a 
Chriſtening, {ſpread with a Yard of Pudding, 
and a Balk of Beef, a Ridge at one End and a 
Furrow at the other; which did ſo wonderfully 
work upon the Chaps of the Goſſips, and make 
their Mouths water, that the Godfathers and 
Godmothers fell furiouſly to Snouting for ſome | 
few Morſels; mean while the two ear'd Pitcher, 

that ſtood upon the Bench, was Mr. Prymrd in the 
Scuffle, that is, loſt a Lug in the Fray; and as I 
was afterwards inform'd, the Diſtaff loſt a Lock 
or two of its flaxen Perriwig. The Women of 
this Country are very coming, and are as great 
Breeders, as any of our Engliſh Onakers; and as 
for the Men, they are naturally born Thieves, 
being as dextrous Rogues at Horſe-Stealing as a 
Serjeant at the Poultry, or V oodſtreet Compter in 
felling Minutes dearer than a Watchmaker. But 


among rational Wonders in a Village, where 


I ſay, the moſt remarkable WomnDEeRr was 
an eminent Cot-Quean, a meer Woman in the 
Habit of a Man, a Kind of Mol Cut-Purſe 
Creature, an Epicene Animal of a twiſted Gen- 
der, who had a Petticoat Soul in a trunk-breech'd 
- Body, and ſcandaliz d Virility, by Skill in Houſe- 
wiftry. He ſpun (the Neighbours ſaid) like a 
Spider, and made his Wheel: giddy by a ſwift 
Vertigo. He was a learned Craftſman in the ma- 
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king of Diet, a notable Food-Framer, who buffet- 
ed Cream, till he frighted it into a Conſiſtence, 
and then knocking it into Butter, ſqueez'd it 
afterwards with Dexterity of Fiſt. He was alſo 
endow'd with the Gift of toſſing Pancakes, and 
had a wonderful Knack at tempering the Materials 
of a Bag-Pudding, inſomuch, that he ſurpaſs d all 
the Dairy-Maids in the Milk- Pan Accompliſn- 
ments; and was alſo excellently well qualify'd 
for a Meal-Tub Office. Here I taſted of the 
Hoſpitality of this fœmaſculine Wight, who 
ſpread a Jointſtool with ſeveral Sorts of Viands, 
which though not very delicate, yet the Varie- 
ty might attone and make amends for their 
Meanneſs. Here was the Epidermis of a Hog, 
the outward Skin, calld the Sword of Bacon, 
which was infected with the Jaundies, for it 
look'd very yellow ; next, was the Hull of a 
Peſcod, plunder'd of its Peaſe, and corn'd with 
Salt; ſome broken Fragments of Sheeps Trotters, 


St. Laurencd on a Gridiron ; the minc'd Spurs 


of a bootleſs Cock, a ſkin'd Quadrant of ſoft 
| Cheeſe, well ſawc'd with the Butt-ends of forked - 
Scallions; and the mouldy Reverſion of an an- 
tiquated Loaf, dipt in the Verdure Watercreſſes 
Pottage, which afforded me the Refreſhment of 
a pretty Collation: After which I went to Bed, 
and ſlept very found till next Morning. When, 
getting that Day, into Newark upon Trent, Not- 
| tinghamſhire, T was no ſooner arriv'd into the Na- 
vel of the Town, but T ſaw ſuch an Aſſembly of 
Proviſion as repreſented a Market, which was 
unhappily diſturb d by an unfortunate Accident; 
for a certain Bull of an uncertain Man, havin 

miſtaken his Box, and taken Pepper in the Noſe 
inſtead of Snuff, and being enfag'd and heated 
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by Virtue of the Spice, took a friſk about the 
Croſs, and empty'd by his Ramble all Stalls and 
Panniers; fo that this briſk Cuſtomer made a 
ſcrambling kind of Dinner. for the whole County; 
for the Mob, alias the civiliz d Rabble, was rid- 
ing upon one anothers Backs for Viands and Boo- 
ty, and was tumbling among the Ruins of Ba- 
kers, Butchers, and Coſtermongers. 5 
Hence I made à Pilgrimage to Grambam in 
Liucoluſbire, where a little out of Town I overtook. . 
a Fellow, who began to ſtrike up with his Pipe, 
and thinking he had but one, he preſently per- 
ceivd it to be multiply'd into an Organ, and 
wonder d (with the Bumpkin that pull'd at the 
| Bellows) that he had ſo much Harmony in him. 
For you muſt know hereabouts dwelt a Thing 
call'd an Eccho, who as 295 as ſhe heard Sol, Fa, 
whip! ſhe improvd the Melody into Noiſe and 
Conſort; preſently increaſing thoſe ſingle Notes 
Into the whole Gamnt ; and moſt neatly play d 
the Weg with the Tail of his Voice, being a very 
pretty Songſter, that ſings well by the Ear. But 
leaving the Piper by himſelf to ſolace with the 
tatling Reverheration of Voice, I proceeded on 
my Journey into Rutlandſhire, the leaſt County in 
England, where at Oakham, the Shire-Town, is a 
Cuſtom, that when a Nobleman comes on Horſe- 
back within its Precincts, the Inhabitants make 
him pay the Homage of a Shoe from his Horſe, 
or take Money for it. And ſo exorbitant is this 
_ Cuſtom grown now, that if a Lady, be ſhe as tall 
+. as long Meg of Weſtminſter, or as ſhort as the little 
Woman, that was carried formerly about the , 
Country in a Box, as fat as the Royal Sovereign 
the largeſt firſt Rate Fire-Ship that ſails Drury- 
Laue, and the rarrow Seas contiguous to it, or 
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as lank as Pharach's lean Kine, they would ſwear 


ſhe was a Flander's Mare, and preſently take toll 


from her Foot. This Sharpneſs hath made moſt | 
of the Rutlandſhire People much addicted to the 


Vice of Theft; every Thing ſticks to theirpitchy 
Fingers; and they have ſuch an attractive Virtue, 
that wherever they come, all Things trot after 
the Magnetiſm of their Perſons. A Fellow fquat- 
ing upon a Criket in a Room I was in, and riſing 
up from his Seat, the Stool on a Sudden (as 
if tackt to his Backſide) immediately march'd 
after him, to the great Amazement of the Wo- 
man of the Houſe, who did not ſuſpect, that his 
Bum had Hands, or that her Stool ſo nimbly 
could have us'd its Legs. Another eſpying a 


Cylinder of Bag Pudding pretty Thick in the 
Waſte, lolling upon the Table, whilſt the Hoſteſs 


turn'd her Back, in the very twinkling of her 
Head, pocuſs'd it into Fob, and ſo ſhrouded its 
Dimenſions into a ſecond Bag. Moreover, obſerv- 
ing a joulter headed Fellow, looking very wiſh- 
fully at my Head, fearing he had ſome Deſign up- 


on what few Brains I had, to farniſh his own 
empty Noddle; I prefently paid my Reckoning, 


and made the beſt of my Way for London; where 
T was no ſooner arriv'd, but perceiving moſt Peo- 
ple murmuring at the great Indulgence then ex-

about a grim Fellow call'd Death, who ambles 
Folks on his Back into another World; a Thing 
which he beard from the oracular Gums of his 
edentulous old Granum, as ſhe ſate on the Settle - 
in the Chimney- Corner.

are moſt accomplifh'> Drovers, to which lauda- 
dle Function they are fo naturally prone, that 
they are apt to drive fometimes more than their 
own.

I was not fo 
vain as to expect very ſplendid Furniture in ſuch 
contemptible Huts; but I ſoon perceivd what 
Utenſils were moſt neceſſary, a Diſh-Clout and 
a Beſom, and ſuch cleanſing Implements are very 
5 56 to correct the Filthineſs of their Manſions. | | 
found no Apartments in theſe their Habitations, 1 
every Edifice being a Neah's Ark, where a pro- 5 
miſcuous Family, a miſcellaneous Heap of all 4 
Kind of Creatures did converſe together in one 
Room; the Pigs and the Pullen, and other Brutes 
either truckling under, or lying at the Bed's-Feet 
of a more refin'd, yet their Brother Ani- 
mals. — — 
But that which I admir'd moſt of all amongſt 
them, was the Virginity of their Language, not 
deflowerd by the Mixture of any other DialeQ. 
The Purity of the Latin was debauch'd by the 
Vandals, and hunn'd into Corruption by that 
barbarous People; but the Sincerity of the Britiſh 
Tongue remains inviolable. *Tis a Tongue (it 
ſeems) not made for every Mouth, as appears by

In 
the Kirk-Yard at Girvan are ſeveral Carv'd 
Grave-ſtones; and at the Kirk-Door in this 
Town are faſten'd Jogs or Brad-[rons to Chains 
three or four Feet long; which are put round 
Perſons Necks, who Swear, get Drunk, or break 
the Sabbath.

80 ſome ſuch 
Authority, and a few more inſulting Privileges, 
ſeem to be ſome of thoſe Deſiderata's aim'd at 
by our pretended Reformers of Manners in Eng- 
land, to make up their Temporal Advantages, 
under a ſpecious ſhow of deſigning to reſtore 
the more Primitive and Chriſtian Diſcipline.

of ſuch pious Cheats. Nevertheleſs, ſince

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Verſe, compos d of Dattyls and Spondees, yet 
always obſerving to have each Line to end with 
zn Adonick likewiſe; it runs ſmoother than 
what our Language will with 15 or more Sylla- 
bles, for we cannot exceed 10 Feet, or 12 at 
the moſt, without offending a delicate Ear. 
Flarther, let me obſerve, that the Iriſb Stage 
is now as much cumber'd as the Engliſh Stage, 
with Inventions not uſed in former Ages; I 
mean with Opera's and Farce; the firſt ſtupify- | 
ing the Audience in ſuch a quivering Manner in 
their Songs, that the Words and Senſe too are 
both loſt in the Tune: And the other is a Re- 
preſentation of Things not natural, and is but 
one, or 3 Acts at moſt; contrary to the Rule 
of dramatick Poetry, which, Horace ſays in his 
Book de Arte Poetica, muſt have no more or leſs 
than $ Acts. As for Comedy, it is as much, nay 
more corrupted in Ireland, than in England, 
France or Italy, in too much admitting the Ai- 
mick in the Drama: And let me tell you (tho? 
a Pilgrim) that ſince I am enter'd upon this 
Diſcourſe, I muſt take Notice, that tho Co- 
medy is an Imitation of inferior People in Ri- 
dicule, yet ovght not the Rid icuie to be extra- 
vagant, but gracefully and ſlightly touch'd, as 
by Terence in his Pieces. Again, altho' Comes 
dy repreſents low Perſons, yet are they not the 
meaneſt, ſince it brings eminent Citizens and 
Magiſtrates on the Stage; nay, Plautus in his 
Amphytrio introduces Gods and Kings, but ne- 
vertheleſs it is a true Comedy, becauſe © he hath 
turn'd the Subject of Tragedy into Ridicule; 
and it looks beautiful enough, if the Actors 
have a Regard to their Pronunciation and Ge- 
ſture, according to Quintilian', Rule, in the 
11th Chapter of his Firſt ook; which is this: 
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Debet etiam docere com dai quo modo narrandum, 
&c. That 1s, a Comedian ought: to teach how 
we ſhould ſpeak, with what Authority we 
mould perſuade; with what Emotion Anger 
uld be rais'd, and with what Change of Voice 
n excite Picy: I can't blame thoſe who 
ſome Time with the Maſters of the pa- 
ck Art; that is, thoſe who form the Ge- 
es and Motions, teach how to hold the 
ms, and the Hands, that we ſeem not to be 
g tick, or ignorant, to have no unſeemly Car- 
_ rage, no unbecoming Poſture of the Feet, and 
chat the Head and Eyes don't differ from the 
other Motions of the Body. But theſe Rules 
are no where ſtrictly obſerv'd by Players: 
Moreover, as the Deſign of Comedy is to rectify 
the Manners of Men and Women, nothing 
ought to be repreſented which may vitiate the 
Audience, for the People being generally the 
ſame, they obſtinately retain the moſt licen- 
tious and obſcene Things; eſpectally when they 
are impiouſly joynd to Religion. Indeed Ben 
Foknſon is often guilty of this Fault in his Val- 
pane, eſpecially where he brings in Sir Pol:tick 
Mould be talking thus prophanely to Peregrine.

As for Tragedies, thoſe are the moſt perfect 
ones in which there are Peripeties, that is, Re- 
volutions, Changes of Fortune, and Remem- 
brances, as in the Oedipus of Sophocles, the firſt 
Tragedy of all Antiquity, where in the 3d Scene 
of the 4th Act, the Peripetie, or Change of one 
Fortune into another, is contrary to what was 
expected, in the Man that comes from Corinth to 
_ acquaint Oedipus of the Death of King Polybize. 

I ſhall not take Notice of the Duration of the 
Repreſentation of a Play, which ought not to 
exceed the Space of a natural Day ; but ob- 
| ſerve, that the Set of the Peripateticks believ- 

ing neither Providence nor fatal Neceſſity, but 
imputes all Accidents to Chance, the antient 

tragick Poets choſe rather to follow the Opi- 
nion of the Stoxcks, who acknowledge a Provi- 
dence and fatal Neceſlity ; as very well perceiv- 
ing, that that was the the only Means to pre- 
ſerve- the Theatre, thoſe wonderful Surprizes, 
which are praduc'd by Accidents that ſeem for- 
tuitous, and yet nevertheleſs have Cauſes aſ- 
ſign'd to them, which are certain. Again, it is 
to be noted, that the Prologue ſhould be plac'd 
before the Play; but Plautus hath took the Li- 
berty of the Greeks, in placing the Prologue in 
the Play, as particularly in the firſt Act ot his 
Miles glorioſus, and after the firſt Act in Ciſtel- 


luaria; 


laria; however, as I hint above, this Cuſtom 
ought not to be follow'd by any prudent and 
regular Poet; and therefore Terence hath took 


Care not to be guilty of ſo great a Fault. 


The Cataſtrophe of a Play muſt be happy or fa- 


tal; but Euripides has made his Pieces to have 


a miſerable one, wherefore he appears to be the 
moſt tragical of all the Poets. Now the Uſe of 
Machines, which makes the Gods and Goddeſ- 
ſes appear upon the Stage, is founded on the 
generally received Opinion of the Ethnichs, who 
ſuppoſe the Gods can ſee all things, and take 
Care of Men; for if there were none but Epi- 
cxreans in the World, the Machines would be 
ridiculous, or not ſuffer'd, becauſe they would 
directly thwart their Opinion, in affirming the 
Gods lead a quiet Life, free from all Sorts of 
Care, and if Nature ſometimes doth thoſe 
Things which ſeem miraculous, the Gods take 
no Notice of it, and don't interrupt their Plea- 
ſure. By the Way alſo I: muſt note, that the 
Imitation of Lightning and Thunder may be 


put into the Number of the Machines, and alſo 
that furious Storm, which makes the unravel- 


hng of the ſecoud Oedipus in Sophocles; for al- 
tho? Jupiter doth not appear, yet tis he who 
ſends that Tempeſt, during which Oedipus is bu- 
ried: And from hence 1 infer; that Machines 
may be employ'd, not only out of, but alſo in 
the Action of Tragedy, provided there be an 
abfolute Neceſſity for them 
But many of our modern Dramatiſts have 
not exactly obſerv'd the aforeſaid Diſcourſe, or 
kept themſelves ſtrictly to the Unity of Action, 
Time, and Place.

Crimes may be of an ill Conſequence to green 
Heads; and eſpecially in being Spectators of 
ſuch Plays, which treat of thoſe Subjects whoſe 
Stories are taken from, or belonging to Hell.

But yet for all this Dearth of handſome Wo- 
men, this Country in another Reſpect is far 
happier than England, as being leſs infected 
with Lawyers, that common Bane of all Man- 
kind. The wild Jriſh, in all Courts of Judica- 
ture, are ſworn upon a Scull; herein being 


more ſcrupulous of forſwearing themſelves, 
than by taking a falſe Oath on the Ne- Teſta- 
ment; as ſuppoſing the Ghoſt to whom that 


Scull once pertain'd would haunt them, in caſe 
they prov'd perjur'd. Aſſizes are held twice a 
Year for criminal Matters, and Caſes of Niſi 
prius; and tho' Aſtræa left no Print of her Foot- 


ſteps in this Nation when ſhe fled to Heaven, 


pet ſo partial is blind fold Juſtice here betwixt 


Man and Beaſt, that the Srone Pounds for of- 
fending Cattle ſeem ſtronger built than Goals 
for Malefactors. Murderers are hang'd and 
quarter'd ; and Rapparees ſhare the ſame Fate: 


Which laſt in former Times was the Militia of 


the Country, but the mean. Souls of the Triſh 
deteſting now what is honourable and praiſe- 
8 | worthy, 
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worthy, to follow Theft, this martial Deno- 
mination ſuffers the ſame hard Fate with thoſe 
honeſt Names of Tyrant and Sophiſter, which 
from Titles of Honour are degenerated into 
Terms of the greateſt Diſgrace and Infamy; 
for a Rapparee now ſignifies no more than a 
Robber on the Highway. As for the great 
Commerce. the People drives, that was plaialy 
perceiv'd by meeting neither Waggon nor Pack 
Horſe 100 Miles an End. The wild Native 
Triſh. obſerve more Days of Faſting and Abſti- 
nence than the Rubrick of their Church enjoyns 
them; becauſe extream Poverty excludes them 
from the Uſe of Fleſh and Fowl from one Year's 
End to another. Their Lodging is in ſmall 
Cabbins, without Chimneys, put up in the 
Highways; and in theſe the Man, his Wife and 
Children, Cocks, Hens, Chickens, Hogs, Pigs, 
Cows, Calves and Geeſe lie all together. If 
Teague is ſo topping as to rent a ſmall Potatoe- 
Garden for 5 Shillings per Annum, he thinks 
himſelf as well to paſs as that Italian Duke, 
who's marriedYearly to the Adriatick Sea; how- 
ever, his Tenement ſhall be no better furniſh'd 
than the reſt of his Neighbours ; which is com- 
monly ſet oft with a Truſs of Straw to lie on, 
a Grid-lron, and a Pot to boil Potatoes, Theſe 
wild People wear neither Shoes nor Stockings, 
which makes me ſtrongly to ſuſpe& that they 
are born without any, as Monſieur Ragoy's Ba- 
ſtard was without a Shirt; and as often as 1 
behold their tatter'd Apparel, which ſcarce 
covers what Modeſty ought. to conceal, I ima- 
gine them to proceed from the Loyns of Ham, 
who diſcovering his Father's Nakedneſs, the 
Curſe of him and his Poſterity lay in never be- 
ing well cloath'd again. | | 
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Here are no Stage. Coaches; and inſtead of 


Carts they uſe only little Cars, with ſmall - 
Wheels without Spokes, ſo that they cannot 


carry above 3 or 400 Weight of Tallow, which 
is one of the chiefeſt Commodities of this Coun- 
try. Sliding Carts are alſo very common, imi- 
tating much our Halliers in Briſtol. Inſtead of 
Soap they uſe Cackmacrel, that is, the Excre- 


ments of Dogs. whether thick or thin, which 
poor Women gather up in the Streets with as 


great Pains as they do Rags in London. In Eng- 
land Women ride upon the left Side of a Horſe, 


but here they ride upon the wrong Side; and 


very often aſtride. Moſt Things edible or po- 
table are very cheap; but why is that ? Be- 
cauſe Money is ſcarce, which makes an Engliſh 
Shilling go for 13 Pence, and a Guinea 1 Pound 


3 3 Shillings, which is conſiderable above their 


intrinſick Value. The Inhabitants of this King- 


dom greatly admire a Diſh of Potatoes, to which 


they have ſuch an Appetite, that I believe they 
long for em after they are dead; for in moſt 
Potatoe-Gardens many Sculls, grinning ſtrange- 
ly at this delicious Food, which is both Bread 

and Meat to an Iriſhmas ; but whether they get 
thither by Accident, or ſome ſympatherical 
Vertue, whoſe ſtrange Effect proceeding from 
as ſtrange a Cauſe, the Relicks of their mortal 
Carcaſles will inſenfibly creep (like the Sun's 
Shadow on a Dial) to what they moſt affected 
in this Life, is a Subject on which 1 ſhall not 
inſiſt. For above 40 Miles together I could not 


ſee a Stack of Hay; and Beaſts are very ſmall 
here, excepting the VVomen, who being great 
Breeders, ſtand hard and faſt by that primary 


Command, Increaſe and multiply; but I ſuppoſe 
their Obedience to this Precept is more by na- 
* tural 
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tural Inſtin&, than acquir'd by any Knowledge 
of the Scriptures, to which they are as meer 
Strangers as the remoteſt Heathens. So boggy 
is moſt part of the Country, that if it is not 
Lucifer's Backſide, one may very reaſonably 
impute it to be the grand Magazine of Nature's 
Impurity. Popery is very predominant ; for 
altho* ſevere Acts are made againſt Jeſvits, 
Monks, and Fryers, yet ſecular Prieſts, who 
own no Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdiction of the See of 
Rome, are tolerated to ſay Maſs. Beſides, ſeve- 

ral private Nunneries, the Papiſts have public 
Chapels here; one about a Furlong or two 
without the Weſt-Gate of Galway, dedicated to 
the Virgin Mary; and another a little without 
Abby-Gate, dedicated to St. Francis. Super- 


ſtition has a great Aſcendant over their Faith ; _ | 
for about half a Mile without Wiliam's Gate - 


are two Wells, dedicated to the bleſſed Lady 
and St. Taviſon, round which every Sunday Mor- 
ning they walk bare-foot an Hour together, 
mumbling over. their Beads, and then croſſing 
themſelves with the Water, which they hold 
to be good againſt ſeveral Infirmities, they re- 
turn home as little ſanctified as they went. 
The Pulpit- Prayers us'd by the Proteſtant Clergy 
in Ireland, are ſcarce as long as the Lord's-Pray- 
er and Doxology ; for they are all as idle as 
our Engliſb Parſons, who don't preach, but read 
Sermons, excepting here and there one that 
ſcorns to teach his Congregation out of a 
Book. 
From Galway I went to Carmorris, on the 
left Hand whereof are ſeveral Houſes paying 
Tribute to the Ruins of Fire and Sword. Next 
1 went to Balihove, in the County of Mayo; 
and truly of all the 1-:þ Counties commend me 
; ta 
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to this for good Fellowſhip ; for here they will 


kill one another to raiſe a Rundlet of Aqua-vite. 
As paffing through this Country, I overtook a 
lictle Car loaded with this Liquor, which they 
prefer above their beloved V/quebaugh, drawing 
before a Corpſe z and as ſoon as the ſenſeleſs 


Clod was interr'd in an obſcure Place among 
Bogs and Hills, they fell heartily to their ſtrong 


Sippings, which they drew out into ſquare 
wooden Cups, and thence took it out agen with 
Ee g- ſhels, which ſerv'd inſtead of Taſters. 
For my part, being a Stranger, they invited me 
to. participate, of their Liquor; accorcingly I 
tarried with them, to ſee their Manners ; till 
the Spirits flew ſo much into their Heads, that 
one Brother in a Quarrel kill'd another. Here- 

upon ſome were for carrying him to Juſtice, 
and others again for hiding the bloody Fact; 
thus whilſt a long Controverſie held concern- 


ing what to do in this tragical Matter, an old 


Man among 'em ſtarts up, and addreſſes himſelf 
as follows. 5 0 5 
bt, Loving Friends and Acquaiatance, in tak-

Theſe were his Words as near as I can re- 
member, and his Advice being applauded by 
all the Auditors, another Rundlet of Aqua Vite 
is fetch'd ; but by that time it was near out, a 


freſh Quarrel aroſe, wherein a ſecond Perſon 
was murder'd ; which being likewiſe ſmother'd 


and a freſh Rurdlet of Aqua Vitæ procur'd, I 
-took my Leave of theſe kind Hearts, for fear 
at laſt they ſhould raiſe a drunken Collation 
out of- me. So I made the beſt of my way for 
Foxford, a very large Town, with a Church in 
it, lying among very high Hills. Hence [ went 
to Lorras, an excellent Harbour for Ships, ſitu- 
ared in a Bay, twining among exceeding 
high Mountains. Thence I went to Sligo, which 
hath a ſtrong Citadel, by a Bridge containing 
Eight Stone Arches. Hencel went to Grange;

From London-Derry I went to Colrain, a Sea- 


port Town divided by the Byrne Water into 
No Parts, ſo that it ſtands in the Counties of 


Derry and Antrim, which laſt Shire is much 


haunted with Fairies, who are ſo miſchievous 
as to fling Darts at People as they travel in the 
Night. 1 ſaw one of em, which is a flat ſolid 


Stone, about two Inches long, and in Shape 


like a Vamp or-upper Leather of a Woman's 


pecked Toe Shoe; one ſide white, t'other in- 


clining to the ſame Colour, but ſpeckled with 


red Spots; and is reckon'd very medicinal, if 
us'd. according to Preſcription, for the ſore 
Teats of Cows. The Iriſh People, I perceiv'd 


all the Way 1 Travell'd, are haughty of Heart, 


implacable in Enmity, light of Belief, and pa- 
tient per Force in Hunger and Cold, Damage- 
feſant is ſeldom committed, becauſe here are 
few or no Hedges ; nor can Forreſt Laws be in 
much Uſe, when I ſaw not one from one End 


of the Kingdom to the other. Brogues are 


more worn than Shoes by both. Sexes; their 


Mouths ſupply the Uſe of Bellows; a Pail of 


Water ſerves *em for a Looking-Glaſs ; and 
Cleanlineſs is as much unknown to them, as 
the. Diſcoveries of Chriſtopher Columbus to the 


Antients. The richer ſort of Women wear 
blue Cloth Cloaks, in all Weathers, as a Type 
or Symbol of their Defice of wearing the 


Breeches too ; but their Husbands to mar their 
Intentions, generally were Trowſers made of 


Frize, whica is the ſtaple Commodity of the 


Country 


Riding; Hoods; and the Poor ones clad them- 
ſelves with courſe Mantles, thrown over their 


Kerchiefs, which are as black as their Bodies, 
aud their Bodies as black as their Souls. but yet 


their. Souls are blacker than either; if it was 
but for their Malice, contrary to the 11th Com- 
mandment , commanding, That ye love one 
rr. 93, | : 5 
- Tho? the Women differ in their Habits, yet 


both Gentle and Simple count Decency in Dreſ- 


ſing meer Idolatry; and that their Stockings 


| may hang flatteringly about their Heels, they 


have uttetly forſworn the Uſe of Garters: 


Thoſe who are married are generally dull and 
ſottiſh, ſo that when their Husbands come 
home, they look like ſo many Paſſion-Piqures, 

preſenting ever Sadneſs and Melancholly; which 


makes the poor Cuckolds like Spaniardt, who 


will leave their Saviour at any Time for a Mai- 
denhead, look as dull. Yea, an Iriſhman loves 
a Whore as well as a Frenehman'; and tho' the 
Superſtition of former Times accounted a Wo 


man of ſuch Pollution, that the Council of Eli- 


beris would not ſuffer a Man to touch her three 


Days before his receiving the Sacrament, yet in 
Defiance of all Councils, they will forſake'Sa- 


craments, and all things elſe holy, rather than 
go without a Bit of old Hat: And this Practice 
of abſtaining from Women at certain Times, 
was (I ſuppoſe) in Uſe among the antient Heas + 


thens, according to this Caution of Tibullus.

By this Queſtion in the laſt Chapter of Pro- 
verbs, as I take it, Who gan find a virtuous Mo- 
man,?

Graſs, a Man might ſwear 
dem all a kin to grazing Nebuchadnezzar. The 
Genius of the Iriſh is not a-whit admirable, for 
one Age here grows not wiſer than another, 
like other Nations; which gives great Suſpicion 
of a Metempſiſchoſis, or Pythagoras's Tranſmigra- 
tion of the Soul to be true: Seeing, by the Con- 
verſation l had among the Bogtrotters, that the 


younger Folks only inherit the ſmall Senſe of 


their Progenitors; whoſe profound Knowledge 


ras heretofore fo great, as to tye Ploughs to 


their. Horſes Tails Their Bogs are many, 


hence they have all their Fuel, for they burn 
nothing but Turf; Spiders are very plentiful, 
but not venomous + and the common Texture 
ſpun out of their Intrails, makes a Sort of 

Hangings, which the V iſn for Cheapneſs prefer 
much. before good. Tapeſtry. In ſome Parts 
they make their Bread with the Bark of Holly, 
from which tearing off the green Superfluities, 
they work it up round like a Football, and bake 
it in the Embers. Their Butter being mixt 


with Salt and Garlick. and put into the Skin 


which follows the Calf from the Cow, they bu- 
ry in a Turf-Pit for 8 or 9 Months together,

A and the Uſe of Clogs or Pattins is an Abomina- 
tion with moſt Women. The moſt epidemical 
Diſtemper among Strangers is the bloody Flux ; 3 
for which, Eggs fry'd in Brandy is a good C- 
tholicon: Few or no Patients happen among the 
 Iying-in, Women ; for (like the Hebrews, as 
their pious Mid wives pretended ) they are 
brought to Bed without any Help; waſh and 
do all without Nurſes; and in leſs than half a 
Week do not only go abroad, but alſo give Ear- 
neſt for being with Child again. Their new- 
born Infants are as hardy, and will endure Cold 
as well as any Laplander; or the ſtrongeſt Beat 
ſabjea: to the Czar of Atiſcoby. The Iriſh S6il 
mimicks Nature like the vivifying Mud of Nil 3 
for l have ſeen the Hairs which fall from Hor- 

ſes Tails intd Puddles of Water on the Road; 
tranſubſtantiated (if I may be ſo bold as to uf 
that Word, without any Offence to his Unho- 
lineſs the Pope): into Worms; wherefore it is 
no Wonder that Prieſts, by the Art of Leger- > 
demain, can convert good Bread and Wi ine in- 
to real Fleſh and Blood. 

Fach - Duws here are not black dat white an 
grey, like Royſton Crows; and Sea. Gall are all 
white, except their Wings, which ate tipt a 
the End with a dark yellow; but the largef 
Birds in this Kingdom are Whores- Birds an 
and 5ayl- Birds.

Peas, Beans, and Artichoaks are very ſcarce; 
but what is worſe, their Beef will not take 
Salt, without all the Fat melting away. The 
Inhabitants in general thinking Adultery and 
Fornication more 'landable, than drawing the 
Picture of Poſterity in the lawful State of Ma- 
trimony, the Morbus gallicus is as faſhionable 
all over the Country, as iu any Court in Eu- 
rope; nevertheleſs, it is no Miracle to ſee them 
look fair to the laſt, ſince they drink nothing 
but what Nature's Liberality is pleas'd to be- 
ſtow on 'em at Springs. Children that are 
troubled with Kibes are always in a ſad Condi- 
tion, becauſe their poor Parents being great 
Strangers to any ſort of ſalted Meat, they 
have no Brine to Cure them. When they uſe 
Phlebotomy they frequently bleed ill Blood, be- 
cauſe it always runs in their Veins; and an 
Apoplexy ſeldom kills them, becauſe they are 
not much pamper'd with high Feeding. A

I can't 
tell What an Impoſthume may do, but a Lie will 
never choak them; nor do they ſeem to have 


the Palſie, but wheu a bad Conſcience makes 


em quake and tremble like an Aſpin Leaf: But 
indeed the People are all moſt grievouſly infect- 
ed with the Scurvy and Spleen too. As for their 
Hou ſes, the Rooms up one pair of Stairs, or 
higher, are cover'd with Earth 4 or 5 Inches 
thick; and the Tenent of the Joyces are not 
put into Mortiſes, but laid croſs-wiſe into 
Notches over the Summet. An Jriſhman and 
Fool are Cor relatives; or at leaſt ſynonimous 


Terms: And catch him without a Blunder, 


which makes him love Bulls, tis to be fear'd 
the World is near its Diſſolution. They ſpeax 
largely of their Antiquity, boaſting as if they 
were a People before the Creation; but, in my 


Opinion, Jreland, could not} well be in eſſe ſo 


early, becauſe e'er a powerful Fiat produc'd all 
Things out of nothing, all Things lay in their 
origigal Chan 10 I can't. imagine of what the 
Irsſh could exiſt, unleſs. they derive their De-

Neither could 
it be a Country at the firſt Dawn of Light, by 


reaſon when Gmnipotency had finiſht his ſtu- 


pendious Works, he ſaid, they were good; and 


the ſacred Approbation was glorified by al tho. 


Sons ef the Morning, who ſhoored together for Foy, 
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Truly, I ſhould rather impute the Original of 
this Country to ſome judgment, which ſtir- 
ring up the Ocean, to overwhelm ſame remo- 
ter Part of the Globe, whoſe aggravating Sins 
too much incenſed divine Juſtice, it left its an- 
tient Current, to make room for a Place as 
wicked : for you may read in divers Authors 
of a Reſurrection of Iles, peeping up in many 
Parts, where none were ever ſeen before. | 
Their Language they do not only reckon ol- 
der, but alſo more copious than the Hebrew; 
however, the Copioufneſs of their Linguo is 
eaſily gueſs'd at, by not having a Word in their 
Speech to, expreſs Breeches; and many other 
appellative Words. Like the odious French they 
put the Subſtantive before the Adjective, and ta 
embelliſh their Diſcourſe, too often mixt with 
Tautology,, they frequently uſe the Figure Hyſ- 
teron & Proteron, that is, putting the Cart be- 
fore the Horſe. Their Alphabet contains but 
theſe IF Letters, A, B,C, D, E, F, G, J. L, M, 
NM, O, P, R, S, 7, U; but this literal, Paucity 
(like the Saxon Abecedary) is ſupply'd with 
ſome Abbreviations or Contractions. The Pro- 
nunciation of their Tongue being ſomewhat 
guttural, it is hard for the Vulgar to ſpeak it; 
harder to ſpeak it ſignificaatly; and hardeſt to. 
write true. In the late King Fames's Reign 
an Iriſh Teaguiſh Prieſt mightily extolling this 
Bogland Jargon, he as mightily interceeded 
with his papiſtick Maieſty to exe& publick 
Schools in Oxford and Cambridge, for pr ofeſſing 
this Tongue; but an Jriſh Courtier, who had 
no great Veneration for this conceited Pedlar 
in holy Trinkets, requeſting the King to com- 
mand him to tranſlate, Black Ox eat raw Egg, 
the Prieſt preſently perform'd his Talk thus, 


Daue 
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Daue dooue ecye ewe ouce.; at which inarticulate 
Sounds (for if you was to hear them rightly, 
pronounc'd, they ſound juſt like a Dog's bark- 
ing) his. Majeſty burſted out a laughing, and 
calling to his Dog; Towſer, ſaid, Here's my Dog. 
can ſpeak your Language already; 'whereupon. the 
ſpiritual Jugler drew in his Horns, and ſneak'd 
off like a ſmall Cur that had loſt his Tail. In 
their Diſcourſe it is com mon for them to uſe 
two Negatives, which I'm ſure make an Affir- 
mative; unleſs, after the manner of the Greeks, 
they uſe them to make the Negation ſtronger. 
It has been a great Diſpute among Grammarians, 
whether an Ir:hman is a Noun Subſtantive, or a 
Noun Adjective; but it is carried in the latter, 
by reaſon he cannot ſtand by himſelf in Bat - 
| tle; for before the Iriſh go abroad, you ſhall

Why the Men and Women here ſhould be ſo 
unmercifully big in the Legs, above any other 
People, I impute to their mean Food, making 
no ſolid Chyle ; ſo what ſlender Diet they eat, 
_ deſcending into their lower Parts, it there ſet- 
tles in a dropſical fort of a Humour. For all 
this Climate is reckon' d wholeſome, it is rare 
to ſee any of the Natives paſt the climacter ical 
Year ; and their Perfidiouſneſs is commonly at- 
tended with more Curſes, in one reſpect or ano- 
ther, than are read in the Commination by our 
Clergy on Aſh Wedneſday. Such as have Pewrer 
take great Delight to have it furbelow'd with 
Duſt; and to wear clean Linnen they reckon as 
great a Crime as Loyalty. The People (like 
Janus) have not two Faces; but that they are 
double- hearted is confirm'd by the Votes of all 
moral Men: For thinkiug a fly deceiving I | 


+. 
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beſt Friends meritorious, is a general Rule 
they hold without any Exception. Here fe 
Women die Martyrs fo Lover; but if they crave 
the Affections of, a Man, wholly averſe to their 
Inclination, their Endeavour to raiſe Enjoy- 
ment of him is by Art; and to this end they 
often uſe Philtres. Likewiſe, the Spark that's 
re ſolv'd to ſacrifice his Youth and Vigour on a 
Damſel, whoſe Coyneſs will not accept of his 
Love-Oblations ; he threads a Needle with the 
-Hair of her Head, and then running it thro? 
the. moſt fleſhy Part of a dead Man, as the 
Brawn of the Arms, Thigh, or Calf of the 
Leg, the Charm has that Virtue in it, as to 
make her run mad for him whom ſhe ſs lately 
ſlighted. Providence is very admirable in all 
its Ditpenſations, of ſtrangely bringing ſur- 
rizing Accidents to paſs; but more eſpecially 
n Ireland, is her Gubernation of Chances won- 
derful, in preſerving a People from ſtarving, 
whoſe ſhort Commons, in moſt Places, make 4 
lively Repreſentation of Famine. Their Skill 
in painting comes not near the rude Draughts 
of the booriſh Dutch; whoſe Fancy is more 
"groteſque than natural: And their Churches 
diſcover neither any Workmanſhip after the 
old Gothick Faſhion ; nor ſhew the Dorick, Co- 
rint hian, or other Orders of modern Archi- 
tecture. Alſo the Spationfneſs of them may 
be ſoon gueſs'd at by their Cathedrals, the 
largeſt of. which ſcarce exceeds Oliver's Taber- 
nacle, or Calamy's Presbyterian Meeting-Houſe 
in Long- Ditch at Weſtminſter. . | 
This Country abounds with Foxes, and ſome 
wild Deer; Curlues and Cuckolds; and many 
Rooms in moſt Houſes having no Chimnies;:

People are ſo alike for Regs and Jags, that 1 

elieve Plautus took his Amphitryo from them. 
From Colrain I went to Aztrim, thence to 
Belfaſt, and thence to Donaghadea, where you 
may dine at 12 at Noon, and by Water get 
to Port Patrick in Scotland, by 3 in the Afﬀter- 
noon. It being natural for the 1riſhmen to be 
as Jealous as © ard, from whom they pre- 
tend to be deſcended, they will not let their 
Wives wear Smocks, to prevent their Neigh- 
bours from taking up their Linnen ; and if a 
Man has a great Eſtate here, he cannot with 
the P/almiſt ſay, My Lives are fallen to me in 
pleaſant Places. The Hazel Wood in Ireland is 
obnoxious to Snakes, which expire in the Cir- 
cles made with them; nor will a Toad, or any 
other venomous Creature, live in this Clime: 
But the Reaſon why the Soil is ſo bleſt, is be- 
_ cauſe the People are curſt. YN 
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=IELTURNING:-from Ireland to 
0 England again, and being ſtill 
of a roving Mind, 1 was dif-

ſure, a third Rate Man of War, on which Ad- 


miral Shovel had hoiſted his Flag, in his con- 
voying King Wiliam then over to Holland. A 
fair Wind favouring us, we ſoon arriv'd upon 
the Coaſt of Holland. which I perceiv'd was ſo 

low, that the People had the Advantage of 
other Nations, for if they die in Perdition, 
they have a :ſhorser Cut to Hell than the reſt 
of their Neighbours. 9 \ 
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I landed at the Briel in the Iſle of Yoorne, - 
where is good Accommodation enough for 
Travellers, but only they pay dear for it. 
Hence I croſs'd oyer the Maes River to the Iſle 
of Rooſenburg, for 5 Stivers; and for 3 more [ 
crofs'd over for Vlaerding, and by that Time 1 
got thither, I found the Ground ſo light all the 
way, That a ſtrong Earthquake would ſhake the 
whole 17 Provinces of the Netherlands into, a 
Chaos. Moſt of their Dwellings in this Town; 
as well as other Places, ſtand like Privies in 
moated Houſes, hanging ſtil, over the Water; 
and hadsSt. Stephen been condemn'd to ſuffer here, 
he might have been alive this Pay; for unleſs it 
be theit paved Cities, Gold is a little more plen- 
tiful than Stones; except it be living ones, and 
then for their Heavineſs you may take in almoſt 

all the Nation. It is a ſingular Place to fat 
Monkies in, for there are Spiders as fat as 
Shrimps-; land a ſtarting Horſe endangers you 
two Deaths at once, breaking your Neck and 
drowning. Holland hanging moſt in the Wa - 
ter, it ſeems but a Bridge of ſwimming Earth; 
and if e/£tna be the Mouth or fore Gate of Hell, 
ſurely here is found the Poſtern, where the full 
Earth doth vent her crude black Gore, which 
the Inhabitants do ſcrape away for Fuel, as 
Men with Spoons do Excrements from Civit 
Cats. They dreſs their Meat in Aqua celeſts, 
for it ſprings not as ours from the Earth, but 
comes to them as Manna to the Iſraelites falling 
from Heaven. This they keep under Ground 
till it ſtinks, and then they pump it out again 
tor Uſe : So when you waſh your Face with one 
Hand, you had need hold your Noſe with the 
other; for tho' it be not a Cordial, yet is it cer-

ches they diſtinguiſh into Nooks, as my Lord 
Mayor's Cook does his Cuſtards; and every 
Dutchman being his own Herald, Efcutcheons 
are as plentiful among the Boors as Gentry is 
From Ulaerding I went to Schiedam, a ſmall 
Town abounding in Fiſhery ; and where Abun- 
dance of Buſſes, Cord, and Network is made. 
Here entring a Houſe, the firſt Thing (as in 
other Houſes) I encounter'd was a Looking- 
Glaſs; and next other Utenſils of a Family, 


marſhalled about the Room like ſo many Watch - 


men. Were the Knacks of all their Houſes ſet 
together, they would far exceed the Trumpery 
of Deard's Toyſhop in Fleet-ſtreet, or the Court 
of Requeſts; and if you- want to ſpeak Dutch, 
you may learn a great deal from their Signs, 
for what they are they always write under 
them. Coaches and Carts are as rare as Co- 


mets; and all their Merchandize they draw 


through the Streets on Sledges, as we do our 
Traytors on Hurdles to burn. Their Rooms 

being but as ſo many Sand- Boxes, you muſt ei- 
ther go out to ſpit, or bluſh when you ſee the 


Mop brought. As their Beds require a Ladder 


or Stairs to get into'em, you are in Danger of 
breaking your Neck if you tumble out; and as 
they keep their Honſes cleaner than their Bo- 
dies, ſo do they take Care to have their Bo- 


dies cleaner than their Souls. They are not ſo 


nice-conſcioned, but that they can turn out 


Religion to let in Policy; and a Duich Woman, 
being the Head of the Husband, ſhe takes the 


Horn to her own Charge, which ſhe often 


multiplies, and beſtows the Increaſe on her 


Man. The People are generally booriſh, there-

From Seh3edar: I went to Rotterdam, the ſe- 
cond great Emporium of this trading Peopte, 
fituated on the Side and Banks of the Maes, and 
23 for all Conveniency of Tranſport and 
mpor tation. Here, as in otket Places, I found 
I might ſooner convert a Few, than make a 
Darchman yield ta Arguments that croſs him 
becauſe his Spirits are generated from En ih 
Beer; and his Body is built of Jens er- 
ring, which makes him tefty. If you ſee him 
far, he hath been rooting in a Cabbage-Ground, 
and that bladder'd him; he is as churliſh as his 
Breeder Neptune; and the Love of Gain is as 
natural to him, as Water to a Gooſe, or Car- 
rion. to any Kite.

and aftet a few baſe Terms ſcotch one another 
to a Carbanado. All that hetp them not, the) 
hold popiſh; and rake it for an Argument of 
much Honeſty, to rail bitterly agaihſt the King 
of Spain. Every thing is ſo made to fwim a- 
mong them, that it is 4 Queſtion if Elijab's Ax 
were now floating there, whether it would be 
taken for a Miracle. The Shipping is the Babel 
which they boaſt on for the Glory of their Na- 
tion; and they are in a manner all A4quariles, 
and therefore the Spaniards call them Water- 
Dogs A Turkiſh Man of War is as dreadful to 
them as a Falcon to a Mallard, from whom 
their beſt Remedy is to ſteal away; and Sailors 
among em, are as common as Beggars Nee hs

u mid Air, Water, and wet Diet, have fs 
agg'd their Cheeks, that ſome would take 
their Paunches to be gotten above their Chinsz 
and bring under a democratical Government;

ting them. Where the Women lies in, the 
Ringle or Knocker of the Door does Pennance, 


for it is lapped round about with Linnen, ei- 
ther to ſhow you that loud Knocking may wake 

the Child, or elſe that for a Month her Ring is 
not to be run at. For their Diet they eat 


much and ſpend little ; and when they ſend 


out a Fleet to the Eaft- Indies, it ſhall live 3 


Months on the Offals, which we fear would ſur- 


feit our Swine ; yet they feed on't, and are ſtill 


the ſame Dutchmen. In their Houſes, Roots 
and Stockfiſh are ſtaple Commodities; and if
